Laboratory Launched 
By Conservation Club

The Northern Illinois Con- 
servation Club's outdoor tab* 
oratory program was launch- 
ed after a meeting of Edward 
C. Cooncy, supervisor of con- 
servation education for the 
State of Illinois and the fac- 
ulty of Grass Lake School, 
April 3, wherein conservation 
education was incorporated 
Into the regular curriculum. 

Tho clans will start by as- 
sembling and setting out bird 
houses and bird feeders.- A 
log or \'*blrd diary" will bo 
kept, detailing the species 
and numbr of, birds, their ar- 
rival dates, nostlng habits 
everything else pertinent to 
their ostudy. This In itself 
wlR bo a liberal education in 
conservation and nature 
study. 



The children will plant 
seeds of their own choosing 
in waxed milk containers, in 
class, and In doing this they 
will learn what seed really Is; 
how It germinates and bursts 
forth into life, grows into 
maturity and finally repro- 
duces itself manyfold. 

Trees and tree culture will 
receive the group's attention 
and more than 1000 scedlhigB 
will bo planted on the school 
grounds. 

A study of the soil Is, on 
tho program and a competent 
technician will be brought in 
to explain the analysis of it 
and how to take samples. The 
use of soil testing kits will 
be taught,- along with the 
science of the balance of na-

One might say 
his only formal schooling 
was that: , gleaned in the 
trenches before the Brenta 
River on the ( Italian Front 
where he was serving as a 
Red Cross liaison lieutenant. 

This should be somewhat In- 
dicative o4 the fact' that hav- 
ing six years college educa* 5 
tlon does not necessarily 
mean. that one Is more than 
a capable, or what Is termed 
i* this profession a "hack" 
writer. " .

bob Brown of Wadswortli 
has patented a predator-proof 
duck nest which should help 
nature to replenish our Mal- 
lard numbers. 

According. to Bob Brown, 
a lifetime student of nature, 
"What generally happens is 
that the predators — skunk, 
raccoon, fox, mink, crow, 
dogs, turtles, snakes, live- 
stock, or some creature which 
roams the shorelines, get tho 
eggs and many times the nest- 
ing duck." 

After observing that suc- 
cessful hatches were in nests 
above the water in old boats, 
duck blinds, muskrat houses, 
etc., ho tried to perfect a 
man-made nest above the 
water. 

After many attempts with 
various materials he perfect- 
ed and patented a simple 
round, 2 foot long, 13 inches 
wide, weather-proof plywood 
box which slips over an iron 



pipe to be put above the 
water..' A special partition 
protects the ducklings from 
predators. 

Employees of a local Farm 
and Garden store — Lake- 
Cook Farm Supply Company 
at Grayslake, are urging 
folks who live near water to 
help conserve our wildlife by 
erecting this predator-proof 
nest this year.
